Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment to Claim 1 filed on December 4, 2008 under 37 CFR 1 .1 31 is 
sufficient to overcome the Hayano et al. (US Patent 4,061 ,821 ) and Ryan (US Patent 
2,456,650) references. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Neither of the 
closest prior art, Hayano et al. (US Patent 4,061 ,821 ) and Ryan (US Patent 2,456,650), 
together or in combination, teach the passing of the filament or capillary "without 
mechanical contact or exposure to mechanical stresses other than liquid tensile forces".
